Kids drowned: Family 

Parents of boys, 3 and l, reportedly in custody battle

Family members are 
mourning the loss of two 
toddlers they allege were 
drowned in a Millet home 
Monday. 

“It’s about as brutal as 
brutal gets,” said Jason Mc¬ 
Connell, cousin to Curtis 
McConnell, a father devas¬ 
tated by the unexpected 
deaths of his two sons. 

RCMP K Division Cpl. 
Wayne Oakes said two bod¬ 
ies were found Monday af¬ 
ternoon in a home located 
at 5107-52 St. 

Police have not con¬ 


firmed the ages or identities 
of the two deceased. Autop¬ 
sies were performed yester¬ 
day afternoon, but the 
cause of death has not been 
released. 

Curtis and his wife 
Allyson McConnell — the 
couple who own the home 
— had recently separated, 
Curtis’s cousin Ryan Eagle 
said. He added Allyson 
wanted to take the boys, 
Conner, 3, andjayden, 1, to 
her native Australia, though 
Curtis wanted his children 
to stay in Canada. 

By Monday night, Eagle 
said, word of the boys’ 
deaths had spread through 
the family, as well as re-

ports that their mother al¬ 
legedly tried to take her 
own life. 

Police tape surrounded a 
silver Chrysler 300 found in 
a south-side parking lot 
Monday.

overpass to Whitemud 
Drive in an apparent suicide 
attempt. 

Eagle confirmed the vehi¬ 
cle belongs to Curtis Mc¬ 
Connell. 

Jason says the grieving fa¬ 
ther is “hanging in there, 
but not doing that great,” 
adding Curtis wasn’t yet 
ready to speak publicly. 

Eagle says the couple 
were “all around family 
people” who kept to them¬ 
selves. 

Oakes said investigation 
is ongoing, and said no 
charges have been laid.

snow shovel, toque and 
hot chocolate handy — 
North America’s most fa¬ 
mous furry forecasters 
emerged on Groundhog 
Day to break the news that 
they predict six more 
weeks of winter.

“We think of spring as 
the first stretch of weather 
where we’re consistently 
getting daytime highs in 
the double digits,” he said. 

“Well, that’s more like 
mid-April in most parts of 
the country.” 

For that reason, Coulson 
said, he feels pretty 
certain that Willie and his 
ilk won’t be putting him¬ 
self or other human fore¬ 
casters out of work.

About 800 people were 
on hand in the community 
north of Calgary to cheer 
the prediction of an early 
spring.

For some, the arrival of an 
arch enemy is a bad thing. 
But not for Edmonton 
metalheads. 

Thrash metal outfit Arch 
Enemy was founded in 
1996 by Carcass guitarist 
Michael Amott along with 
Johan Liiva, both originally 
from the influential death 
metal band Carnage. The 
band was originally fronted 
by Liiva, who was replaced 
by Angela Gossow as lead 
vocalist in 2000. Coming 
from the heavy metal 
hotbed of Sweden, Amott 
was at a loss to explain why 
the Scandinavian nation 
has such a love affair with 
such heavy music. 

“I don’t really know why 
we’re so angry,” said 
Amott, who reckoned the 
nation’s general affluence 
affords young people the 
chance to get their hands 
on noisy instruments. “I 
guess we could afford the 
guitars.” 

The rest of the lineup in¬ 
cludes Amott’s brother 
Christopher on guitar, 
Sharlee D’Angelo on bass 
guitar and Daniel Erlands- 
son on drums. The band 


has released seven studio 
albums, a live album 
(Burning Japan Live 1999), 
two DVDs and three EPs. 
Amott recalled visiting Al¬ 
berta supporting Cradle of 
Filth in 2004, and that 
crowds in the province im¬ 
mediately embraced the 
Swedish rockers. 

“We said next time we do 
our own set of shows we’ve 
got to come back here (to 
Alberta),” Amott said.

Williams under fire for going 
south of the border for surgery 


Newfoundland Danny 
Williams’ sky-high popular¬ 
ity ratings may have im¬ 
bued him with the status of 
political demigod in New¬ 
foundland, but the outspo¬ 
ken premier was 
nevertheless feeling 
the heat yesterday 
for his decision to 
seek heart surgery 
in the United States. 

Having left a huge 
information vacuum 
in his wake — there 
was no word on his Danny 
condition, the type of Williams 
surgery he needs or 
where he is getting it — 
Williams is facing a level of 
scrutiny and criticism rarely 
seen since he became pre¬ 



mier in 2003. 

Michael Temelini, a politi¬ 
cal science professor at Me¬ 
morial University in St. 
John’s, said it would be a 
mistake to assume New¬ 
foundlanders and 
Labradorians are so 
enamoured with their 
premier that they are 
unwilling to put his 
actions under the mi¬ 
croscope. 

“People have been 
speaking out against it 
in the local press. It’s 
been raising eye¬ 
brows,” he said in an 
interview. 

There has been plenty of 
barbs from local bloggers 
and people calling in to the 


province’s immensely popu¬ 
lar open-line radio shows. 

“There are people who are 
willing to give him the bene¬ 
fit of the doubt... but I don’t 
think it’s unanimous,” 
Temelini said. 

Temelini said Williams’ 
unusual move has also 
prompted much debate 
about the value and fairness 
of Canada’s health-care sys¬ 
tem.

The Conservative govern¬ 
ment, which has enjoyed 
positive reviews for its 
handling of the Haiti dis¬ 
aster, needs to make 
tough decisions soon 
about whether to keep 
troops in the earthquake- 
ravaged country, say 
defence experts. 

About 1,000 soldiers 
from Canadian Forces Base 
Valcartier, Que., that were 
sent to Haiti are on a tight 
schedule. 

The same unit, the 3rd 
Battalion of the Royal 
22nd Regiment, goes to 
Afghanistan in December 
and is slotted for combat 
training in Fort Irwin, 
Calif., this April. 

That means the so-called 
Van Doos will have to be 
out of Haiti by mid-to-late 
March, just when defence 
analysts say security in the 
disaster zone may need to 
be increased. 

“I just don’t know how 
you maintain it, but by the 
same token I don’t know

how you pull out given 
that it’s such a continuing 
human crisis,” said Robert 
Huebert of the University 
of Calgary. 

The United Nations this 
week set up permanent 
distribution sites for aid 
and food, in an attempt to 
head off potential vio¬ 
lence. Noting that Haiti re¬ 
mains “stable but poten¬ 
tially volatile,” the world 
body also reported an 
armed group attacked a 
food convoy at an airport 
in the southwest. 

Experts have said gang 
violence and social unrest 
is likely to increase in the 
coming months. 

Huebert said the “Forces 
are getting no down time, 
no rest time” and the gov¬ 
ernment needs to make 
up its mind how the fu¬ 
ture mission will unfold. 


Haiti, despite the Afghan 
combat mission and the com¬ 
mitment to the Vancouver 
Olympics. 


The military also has its 
disaster-response team, 
two warships and regular 
air force relief flights go¬ 
ing to the island nation. 

A spokesman for De¬ 
fence Minister Peter MacK- 
ay lauded the work the 
military has done in Haiti, 
but acknowledged no deci¬ 
sion has been made on 
whether the humanitarian 
deployment will be ex¬ 
tended. 

“We are looking at it day 
by day and assessing as the 
situation evolves,” said 
Dan Dugas. 

An army spokesperson 
declined comment yester¬ 
day, saying only they are 
reviewing the matter. 

“We are stretched like a 
bungee cord as far as hu¬ 
man resources go,” said re¬ 
tired general Lew Macken¬ 
zie.

Pope Benedict XVI’s 
condemnation of British 
equality legislation 
designed to protect gays

health A top British medical 
journal has retracted a dis¬ 
credited study that linked 
the measles, mumps and 
rubella vaccine to autism 
and fuelled anti-vaccination 
sentiments in Europe and 
North America. 

The Lancet, which pub¬ 
lished the controversial pa¬ 
per by Andrew Wakefield 
and colleagues in 1998, said 
yesterday it had become 
clear following a review of 
Wakefield’s conduct by 
Britain’s General Medical 
Council that several ele¬ 
ments of the study were 
false. 

Last week the council 
ruled that Wakefield had 
shown a “callous disregard” 
for the children used in his 
study and acted unethically. 
The Lancet’s move, viewed 
as long overdue by many in¬ 
fectious disease experts, was 
welcomed as a way of clear¬ 
ing discredited data from 
the scientific record. 

But the legacy of the pub¬ 
lication remains, several 
said upon hearing about the 
journal’s announcement.

• Subsequent studies 
found no proof the vaccine 
is connected to autism. And 
10 of the 13 authors later 
repudiated the work in a 
statement published by the 
Lancet. 

“It was out there for a 
very long time. So it’s good 
the Lancet has retracted it. It 
helps in a small way. But the 
truth of the matter is the 
damage has been done,” Dr. 
Allison McGeer, an infec¬ 
tious diseases expert at 
Toronto’s Mount Sinai Hos¬ 
pital, said in an interview. 

“The MMR-autism argu¬ 
ment is not about the 
Wakefield article (any¬ 
more).

Rather than looking for 
quick fixes, get back to 
tried and tested strategies 
like RRSPs and income¬ 
generating investments. 

“It’s about getting back 
to the basics. Advisers are 
saying what has worked in 
the past should put you in 
good standing in the fu¬ 
ture — it might be a 
little more boring 
but it works. It’: 
almost like the 
old adage:

new,” Margolis 
said. 

While the Tax- 
Free Savings Ac¬

“You don’t want to keep 
all of your eggs in one bas¬ 
ket,” says Allison Marshall, 
financial advisoiy consult¬ 
ant with the Royal Bank of 
Canada.

Monday’s win was just 
their second in 22 games, a 
span in which they were 2- 
18-2. 

“It’s good for the head, 
obviously,” said goaltender 
Jeff Deslauriers, who got 
the win. “We can have 
some positives now. It’s 
just one game, but it was 
fun to see the guys playing 
together, eveiybody play¬ 
ing a role.”

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Long track, high hopes 


With nine medals predicted, speedskaters key to Canada's plans 


For years long-track 
speedskating was ruled 
by Europeans and 
Americans, home to the 
kind of talent most 
Canadian competitors 
had little hope of bump¬ 
ing from the podium. 

Occasionally, a Gaetan 
Boucher or Susan Auch 
would emerge and break 
through to interrupt that 
domination. Only such suc¬ 
cess was fleeting, and nev¬ 
er really spread deeper 
than an athlete or two. 

That started changing at 
the turn of the century, 
and with the blades set to 
hit the Richmond Olympic 
Oval ice at the Vancouver 
Games, there is a new 
pecking order in the speed¬ 
skating world. 

Led by the likes of Kristi¬ 
na Groves and Christine 
Nesbitt, Canada boasts a 
deep and talented long- 
track team that may veiy 
well claim more medals 
than any other at these 
Olympics. 

The Dutch, Americans, 
Germans and Norwegians, 
among others, have not 
gone away by any means. 
But they now see the Cana¬ 
dians the way Canadians 
once saw them — as a gi¬ 
ant obstacle to victory. 

“I was really inspired by 
Clara (Hughes) and Cindy 
(Klassen) when they came 
into the team and pretty 
quickly were right up 
there. I was like, ‘Wow, we 
can compete against the 
Dutch and the Germans, 
we’re in there,”’ said 
Groves, who will race in 
five events and has the po¬ 
tential to win a medal in 
each.

Morrison each have the po¬ 
tential to win multiple 
medals, with a host of oth¬ 
er contenders sprinkled in 
around them. 

Privately, Speed Skating 
Canada officials feel their 
athletes can climb the 
podium nine times, and 
that’s not counting on 
Klassen or Jeremy Wother- 
spoon, both of whom are 
wild cards after working 
their way back from in¬ 
juries. 

That depth of talent has 
kept the pressure from be¬ 
ing focused on one single 
skater. That has been im¬ 
portant since team mem-

Canadians won eight 
medals at the Turin Games 
but five came from Cindy 
Klassen’s awe-inspiring 
performance. 

This time around, 
Groves, Nesbitt and Denny 


bers have regularly been 
reminded that they must 
own the oval for Canada to 
have any chance of owning 
the podium at these 
Olympics. 

The onus on them to de¬ 
liver extends beyond 
that, too. The long-traclc 
team has received about 
$8.9 million in Own The 
Podium funding the past 
five seasons, the third- 
highest total spent on any 
of Canada’s winter sports 
teams, and it’s time to jus¬ 
tify that expenditure. 

“I think they’re as ready 
as can be,” says Catriona Le 
May Doan, the two-time 
Olympic 500 metre cham¬ 
pion who will work as a TV 
analyst during the Games. 
“I think what’s nice is that 
so many of them have ex¬ 
pectations. I was told by 
one of the team members 
that this is the best they’ve 
ever felt that the team is 
really a team. 

“That’s really helping 
them.” 

The pressure won’t sole¬ 
ly be on the Canadians un¬ 
der the oval’s architec¬ 
turally stunning curved 
wooden roof. 

Speedskating in the 
Netherlands is as impor¬ 
tant there as hockey is to 
Canadians. The Dutch 
skaters, led by distance- 
events star Sven Kramer, 
will be expected to bring 
home a hefty medal haul.

Sorento turns CUV

Crossovers rule and SUVs 
drool. 

That’s not quite how the 
analysts describe the ongo¬ 
ing shift from truck-based 
SUVs to car-based 
crossovers, but close. 

As such, we’re used to 
seeing CUVs (crossover utili¬ 
ty vehicles) torment their 
SUV classmates in the sales- 
chart playground. But now 
we’re even seeing iconic 
SUV nameplates “crossing 
over.” 

The highest profile defec¬ 
tor is the upcoming all-new 
Ford Explorer, which joins 
the CUV crowd after spend¬ 
ing all its life up until now 
as a truck. But beating it to 
the punch is the 2011 Kia 
Sorento.

Wheat straw makes for one hot seat in Ford Flex 


The quest for “green” vehi¬ 
cles is far more than just 
fuel consumption or emis¬ 
sions: What goes into a car 
can be just as important as 
what comes out of it. 
That’s the reason why Ford 
Flex contains a revolution¬ 
ary new plastic that’s rein¬ 
forced with wheat straw. 

“We can use the 


chopped straw to replace 
some of the pure 
polypropylene, so we’re re¬ 
placing a petroleum prod¬ 
uct,” says Dr. Leonardo Si¬ 
mon, associate professor in 
the department of chemi¬ 
cal engineering at the Uni¬ 
versity of Waterloo, where 
the plastic was developed. 
“Or we can use it to re¬ 


place mineral fillers like 
glass fibre or talc. Those 
are twice as heavy as 
wheat straw, so you’re sav¬ 
ing weight.” 

Ford currently uses the 
plastic on the 2010 Flex’s 
third-row storage bin. The 
company says that with 
this application alone, it is 
reducing petroleum use by 


more than 9,000 kg per 
year, and is creating a mar¬ 
ket for wheat straw, the 
leftover stalks once wheat 
is harvested. 

“We developed this plas¬ 
tic in 2004, through a 
grant funded by the On¬ 
tario Ministry of Agricul¬ 
ture,” Simon says. “A col¬ 
league at the University of 


Guelph invited me to par¬ 
ticipate in the grant. The 
challenge was to improve 
value for farmers.” 

The wheat-based straw 
also offers opportunities at 
the end of the car’s life, 
and Simon says the plastic 
has performed well in re¬ 
cycling trials.

Hydrogen 
at home 


tech Honda recently began 
operation of a next-genera¬ 
tion solar hydrogen station 
prototype at the Los Ange¬ 
les Center of Honda R&D 
Americas, intended for ulti¬ 
mate use as a home refuel¬ 
ing appliance capable of an 
overnight refill of fuel cell 
electric vehicles. 

Designed as a single, in¬ 
tegrated unit to fit in the 
user’s garage, Honda’s 
next-generation Solar Hy¬ 
drogen Station reduces the 
size of the system, while 
producing enough hydro¬ 
gen (0.5kg) via an eight- 
hour overnight fill for dai¬ 
ly commuting (16,000 kilo¬ 
metres per year) for a fuel 
cell electric vehicle. 

The previous solar hy¬ 
drogen station system re¬ 
quired both an electrolyzer 
and a separate compressor 
unit to create high pres¬ 
sure hydrogen. The com¬ 
pressor was the largest and 
most expensive compo¬ 
nent and reduced system 
efficiency. 

By creating a new high 
differential pressure elec¬ 
trolyzer, Honda engineers 
were able to eliminate the 
compressor entirely — a 
world’s first for a home 
use system.

Ford launched its Five 
Hundred as a 2005 model 
that fell into a re-energized 
American sedan market¬ 
place. A big and comfort¬ 
able “sofa sedan,” the Five 
Hundred was Ford’s an¬ 
swer to Chiysler’s stately 
and handsome 300. 

After 2007, Ford dropped 
the Five Hundred name¬ 
plate and baffled the me¬ 
dia and customers by re¬ 
naming their large sedan 
the Taurus. 

So, why consider the 
first-generation Five Hun¬ 
dred as a used ride? Those 
after a big, comfortable car 
will find it less expensive 


than comparable models 
like the Toyota Avalon, as 
well as larger than ma¬ 
chines like the Chevrolet 
Impala. If it’s a spacious, 
easy-to-drive and accom¬ 
modating ride you’re after, 
the Five Hundred should 
prove fairly cost-effective. 

Look for standard V6 
power, available All Wheel 
Drive (AWD), power ad¬ 
justable leather seats, an 
auto-dimming rearview 
mirror, power adjustable 
pedals and backup radar. 
Wood trim, a CD changer 
and a sunroof were also 
available. 

In the used market, 
more basic Five Hundred 
models were badged as SE, 
while the SEL and Limited 
trim levels identified mid 
and top-range models, re¬ 
spectively. 

WHAT OWNETS LIKE: Own¬ 
ers of the Five Hundred 
typically report satisfac¬ 
tion with the outward visi¬ 



bility, generous space at 
each seat, and a solid, 
planted and heavy ride. 
Another positive, say most 
owners, is a tall, com¬ 
manding and nearly 
SUV-lilce view of

WHAT OWNETS HATE: 

Owner complaints tend to 
deal with controversial 
styling, no optional engine

COMMON IS¬ 
SUES: The Five 
Hundred is 
known for a rear- 
brake issue, which 
may create harshness 
that’s apparent through 
the pedal as the vehicle 
stops. Be sure to “feel” the 
car while applying the 
brakes at various pressures 
and speeds, questioning 
any strange rough or grind¬ 


ing sensations. 

Listen to the rear sus¬ 
pension for any metallic 
clacking or clunking 
sounds over bumps. This 
could indicate a worn out 
suspension component or 
the need for a revised style 
of shock absorber. 

Remember that at fall 
throttle, the CVT transmis¬ 
sion feels like a badly slip¬ 
ping automatic transmis¬ 
sion — so don’t confuse the 
two. 

Trouble starting in the 
cold may require repro¬ 
gramming of the engine 
computer, and a buzzing 
or hissing noise from the 
speakers can be caused by 
electrical interference 


from the fuel pump. This 
problem is fixed with a 
simple electronic filter 
wired into the circuit. 

Ensure all interior elec¬ 
tronics are working proper¬ 
ly, paying special attention 
to the automatic climate 
control, motorized seat 
controls and all windows. 

THE VERDICT: The Five Hun¬ 
dred should satisfy most 
luxury-oriented buyers af¬ 
ter plenty of space, even if 
it’s not the most powerful 
machine in its class. Look 
for a good deal on a used 
model with warranty cover¬ 
age if possible, and take ad¬ 
vantage of the favourable 
size to price ratio.

touch them, and in some 
cases, plant your butt in the 
driver’s seat. 

Another reason I love au¬ 
to shows, is that they en¬ 
courage distraction. I walk 
a crooked line at all times 
during my auto show tours. 

You’re happily en¬

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try-music tale Crazy Heart 
and supporting performers 
Mo’Nique for Precious and 
Christoph Waltz for In¬ 
glourious Basterds. 

The best-picture and di¬ 
rector categories shape up 
as a showdown between 
ex-spouses who directed 
films that have dominated 
earlier Hollywood honours. 

Cameron’s Avatar won 
best drama and director at 
the Golden Globes, while 
Bigelow’s The Hurt Locker 
beat out Cameron at the 
Directors Guild of America 
Awards, whose recipient 
usually goes on to earn the 
best-director Oscar. 


The Hurt Locker also 
beat Avatar for the Produc¬ 
ers Guild of America top 
prize and was chosen as 
last year’s best film by 
many key critics groups. 

Bigelow said she was 
gratified and humbled. 

“It’s a huge, huge com¬ 
pliment to the entire cast 
and crew,” she said. “It was 
a very difficult shoot of 
heat and sun and wind¬ 
storms and sandstorms 
and they had to unite crew 
from Lebanon and Israel.” 

Bigelow is only the 
fourth woman nominated 
for a directing Oscar. No 
woman has ever won the 


directing Oscar, and until 
Bigelow, no woman had 
ever won the Directors 
Guild honour. 

Lee Daniels, who made 
Precious, became only the 
second black filmmaker 
nominated for best direc¬ 
tor, after John Singleton for 
1991’s Boyz N the Hood. 

There will also be some 
competition among Cana¬ 
dians in the directing cate- 
goiy. Montreal-born direc¬ 
tor Jason Reitman, nomi¬ 
nated for Up in the Air will 
compete against Cameron, 
who was born in Kapuslcas- 
ing, Ont. 

Rounding out the direct¬ 


ing category is Quentin 
Tarantino for Inglourious 
Basterds. 

Vancouver-based Neill 
Blomlcamp and Terri 
Tatchell, meanwhile, are 
nominated for best adapt¬ 
ed screenplay for District 9. 

Bullock is up against past 
Oscar winners Meiyl Streep 
as chef Julia Child in 
Julie&Julia and Helen Mir¬ 
ren as Leo Tolstoy’s bull¬ 
headed wife in The Last 
Station, along with first¬ 
time nominees Carey Mul¬ 
ligan as a British teen in¬ 
volved with an older man 
in An Education and 
Gabourey Sidibe as a

Travolta reflects on new ruthless role and a 37-year career

Whether it’s strutting his 
stuff to the Bee Gees, 
munching down a Royal 
With Cheese with Samuel 
L. Jackson, or swapping 
faces with Nicholas Cage, 
John Travolta has provided 
audiences with a laundry 
list of memorable movie 
moments. 

Over a 37-year career, Tra¬ 
volta has become one of the 
most recognizable faces in 
film. But when looking 
back on his early work, the 
actor admits that he can 
barely recognize himself. 

“I see a little boy in those 
movies,” Travolta says. “I 
thought I was veiy ad¬ 
vanced in those days, but I 
know much more now. I 
was lucky to start in this in¬ 
dustry with a bang and I’m 
even luckier to still be 
here.” 

This week audiences may 
see a side of Travolta they 
never expected in From 
Paris With Love. The star 
plays a ruthless special 
agent with no qualms about

shooting first without ever 
getting to the questions. 

“It’s a pretty extreme 
character. I don’t think any¬ 
one has seen me quite this 
way before and that was the 
reason to do it,” says Travol¬ 
ta. “We decided that the on¬ 
ly way it would work was to 
be bold with the character 
and go all the way.” 

No matter how violent or 
over-the-top his character 
might be, Travolta was nev¬ 
er worried about harming 
his nice-guy image. “It was¬ 
n’t a concern because he’s 
not really a villain. He’s a 
good guy with unorthodox 


methods.” 

The movie is an all-out ac¬ 
tion thrill ride filled with 
car chases, gunfights, explo¬ 
sions, and at least 
one rocket launch¬ 
er. Surprisingly 
the 55-year old 
actor ended up 
doing most of 
his own stunts 
on the project. 

“When we started 
I said to (director) Pierre 
Morel, ‘Do you really want 
me to do all of these stunts 
because I’m an old man?”’ 
says Travolta. “But there 
was such a confidence there 


that I thought I’d better to 
live up to their expectations 
and really went for it. It 
paid off because I’ve never 
done this much action in a 
movie before.” 

From Paris With Love also 
gave Travolta the opportuni¬ 
ty to change his appear¬ 
ance, shaving his head and 
growing a goatee for the 
role. A jarring look that the 
actor and director claim 
they got from photos of spe¬ 
cial agents in Soldier Of For¬ 
tune magazine. 

Audiences are sure to be 
caught off guard, but that’s 
what the actor hoped for 
and it reminded him of his 
approach to one of his 
most famous roles. 
“It was similar to 
Pulp Fiction 
where it was my 
idea to do that 
Dutch Boy thing,” 
says Travolta. “The 
character had just 
been in Europe, so I 
thought it would be an ap¬ 
propriate Eurotrash look...
